ANNOUNCEMENT  OF.  SUMMER  TERM. 


A  summer  term  will  hereafter  be  conducted  by  the  resi- 
dent instructing  force  of  this  department  of  the  University. 
In  1893,  it  witt  begin  Thursday ',  July  6,  and  will  continue  for 
eight  weeks,  ending  Wednesday,  August  jo. 

The  courses  offered  will  be  open  to  all  persons  who  may 
desire  to  take  advantage  of  them,  but  they  will  be  conducted 
with  particular  reference  to  the  needs  of  the  following  classes 
of  students  :  first,  those  who  desire  an  opportunity  for  a  com- 
prehensive review,  preparatory  to  an  application  for  admission 
to  the  bar ;  second,  those  who  wish,  before  entering  upon  a 
regular  law-school  course,  to  obtain  some  general  notions  of 
the  law  and  to  become  familiar  with  law-school  methods  ;  third, 
those  who  are  unable  to  spend  more  than  a  single  term  at  a  law 
school.  It  is  thought,  also,  that  the  opportunities  offered  will 
be  of  advantage  to  students  in  this  and  other  law  schools  who 
may  desire  to  spend  a  part  of  the  vacation  in  regular  and  sys- 
tematic study,  and  to  business  men. 

No  preliminary  examination  for  admission  will  be  exacted, 
but  each  student  must,  before  his  matriculation,  satisfy  the 
Associate  Dean  that  he  possesses  sufficient  general  education 
to  enable  him  to  undertake  with  profit  to  himself  the  work  of 
the  term.  m

The  regular  class-room  work,  covering  all  courses,  will  be 
fifteen  hours  a  week,  with  such  additional  hours  as  may  be 
found  necessary  for  purposes  of  drill.  The  method  of  instruc- 
tion will  be  by  lectures,  in  connection  with  which  references 
will  be  given  to  leading  authorities. 


LIBRARIES. 


The    Law    Library  of   the    University   contains  between 
twenty-two  and  twenty-three  thousand  volumes.      It  includes 

the  famous  library  of  the  late    Nathaniel  C.   Wtoak,  of  Albany, 

X.  Y.,  which  was  recently  purchased  and  presented  to  the 
School  as  a  memorial  to  its  first  Dean,  the  Honorable  Douglass 
Boardman,  by,  his    widow,    Mrs.    A.    M.    Boardman  and   his 


daughter,  Mrs.  Ellen  D.  Williams.  Besides  a  very  extensive 
line  of  text-books,  the  Moak  collection  contains  all  of  the 
reports  of  every  State  in  the  Union,  all  of  the  Federal  reports, 
all  of  the  English  reports,  all  of  the  Irish,  Scotch  and  Cana- 
dian reports,  the  Australian,  New  Zealand  and  Hawaiian 
reports,  complete  sets  of  aft  the  leading  legal  periodicals,  a 
complete  set  of  the  United  States  Statutes  and  the  Statutes  of 
many  of  the  States.  This  library  is,  also,  rich  in  sets  of  lead- 
ing cases  and  in  specialties,  for  example,  in  medical  jurispru- 
dence, patent  law,  mining  law,  admiralty  and  insurance  law. 
The  Moak  collection,  added  to  the  original  one,  gives  to  this 
School  of  Law  library  facilities  that  are  second  to  none  in  the 
country. 

The  books  of  the  Law  Library  will,  during  library  hours, 
from  8  A.  M.  to  10  P.  M.,be  immediately  accessible  to  students 
attending  the  summer  term,  as  will  the  books  in  the  private 
libraries  of  the  several  professors,  which  are  in  the  Law  School 
building.  The  General  Library  of  the  University,  containing 
over  one  hundred  thousand  volumes,  will  also  be  open  to  sum- 
mer students  in  the  School  of  Law. 


LAW  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 


The  Law  School  building  (Boardman  Hall)  is  located 
directly  opposite  the  library  building.  It  is  a  large  three  story 
structure,  the  extreme  dimensions  being  202  by  58  feet,  is 
built  of  Cleveland  sandstone  and  is  practically  fire-proof.  The 
matter  of  ventilation  has  received  careful  attention.  The  in- 
terior finish  is  oak.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  large  lecture- 
rooms  and  the  necessary  halls  and  cloak-rooms.  On  the  second 
floor  are  seminary  rooms  and  the  offices  of  the  several  resident 
professors.  On  the  third  floor  are  the  law-library  rooms, 
which  have  accommodations  for  30,000  volumes  and  300  read- 
ers. These  rooms  are  elegantly  furnished  and  thoroughly  well 
lighted.  The  building  throughout  is  complete  in  all  its 
appointments  and  admirably  adapted  for  Law-School  work. 


LOCATION,  EXPENSES,  ETC. 


The  city  of  Ithaca  has  a  population  of  about  12,000,  and 
is  delightfully  located  in  the  beautiful  lake  region  of  Central 
New  York.  The  University  occupies  high  ground  above  the 
city  and  overlooking  Cayuga  Lake.  The  views  from  the 
campus  are  unsurpassed.  The  facilities  for  boating  and  ath- 
letic exercises  are  all  that  could  be  desired.  The  campus,  the 
athletic  field  and  the  lake  are  connected  by  an  electric  road. 
The  place  is  a  most  attractive  one  for  a  summer  residence  and 
an  ideal  one  for  summer  study.  The  cost  of  living  is  small. 
During  the  summer  board  and  rooms  can  be  had  at  from. $4  to 
$6  a  week. 


TUITION  AND  DIRECTIONS. 


The  tuition  for  the  term  will  be  $35,  payable  in  advance, 
at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  Morrill  Hall. 
This  will  be  the  only  fee  charged,  and  will  entitle  the  student 
to  all  the  courses  offered  and  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  school . 
for  the  term.

They  are  open  to  women  as  well  as  to 
men,  and  the  same  facilities  for  work  are  extended  to  these 
students,  as  to  the  regular  students  of  the  University.  These 
courses,  therefore,  afford  a  practical  scheme  of  university  ex- 
tension, under  university  instructors,  with  university  methods, 
and  with  access  to  university  libraries,  museums  and  lab- 
oratories.
